any the offences afozeſaid. any one Juſtice of the Peace where the party offending ſhall dwell, upon 
pꝛoof by Confeſſion, oꝛ Oath of Witneſs, may arrant to the Churchwarden of that Pariſh, to 
Levy every ſuch Fozfeiture of Twelve pence, by and Sale of the Dffenders Goods. And that 
by the Statute made inthe Firſt year ot the Reign of His Bajeſties late Father King Charles (of blefſed 
memoꝛy) Entituled, There ſhall be no Aſſemblies for unlawtul Paſtimes on the Lords day, All meetings and 
Concourſe of people out of their own Pariſhes foꝛ any Spozts and Paſtimes whatſoever, and all unlaw- 
ful Exerciſes within their ovwon Pariſhes on the ſaidday, are P2ohibited, upon ſeveral Pains and Penalties. 
therein ſpecified, Anda by the Statute made in the Third year of the Reign of the laid late King Charles, 
Entituled. A Reſtraint of divers Abuſes committed on the Lords day, All Carriers,UWaggon-men,Car-men,Wapn- 
men, and Dꝛobers, are P2ohibited to Travel with their Hozſes, Waggons, Carts, Wayns and Cattel, and 
Butchers to Kill oz Sell any Uictuals on the aid day, under ſeveral Penalties therein ſpecified, to be Lebied 
and Imploped as is therein directed; Which ſeveral B2anches of the ſeberal Statutes afozeſaid, His Paje- 
ſties CUill andPleaſure is, and doth hereby Publiſh and Declare, ſhall be fozthwith np omg ul⸗ 
ly put in execution. And all His Majeſties Subjects are to take notice, That by the Law, the reſozt- 
ing to Divine Service, as is befoꝛe mentioned, doth compꝛehend the intire day, and intire Service both 
Moꝛning and Evening, and doth extend to all perſons of whatſoever Opinion oꝛ Pꝛofeſſion. And moze- 
ober, His ajeſty doth hereby ſtrictly Enjoyn and Command, That no perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall ſit, oꝛ con- 
tinue, oꝛ be permitted to ſit oꝛ continue Tipling oꝛ Mꝛinking in any Inn, Tavern, Ale-houſe oz Uictual- 
ling-houſe, oz ſit idle, oꝛ play openly in the Streets, Church, Church pards, oꝛ elſerwhere, during the 
time of Divine Serbice oꝛ Sermon, on the Sundiy, And that no perſon oz perſons ſhall on that dap P2oclaim, 
Beep, oz reſoꝛt unto any Fair oꝛ Parket, oꝛ expoſe any Wares o2 Perchandizes to Sale, oꝛ uſe oz exer- 
tile any Wozk oz Labour, of, oz in his oz theirozdinary Trade oz Calling (Except the Drelling 02 Sale of 
Uictuals-in any Ynns, Uictualling-houſes, Cooks Shops, foꝛ ſuch as cannot be otherwiſe pzovided ; 
and fo? ſale of Milk betoze oꝛ after Divine Serdice) upon pain of His Majeſtieg higheſt Diſpleaſure, and 
ſuch Pains, Penalties and Fozfeitures as tan o2 map be Inflitted upon the Dffenders accozding to Law, 
and the neglect of His Majeſties Royal Authozity and Command. And His Pajelty doth hereby Will, 
Require and Command all Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Bayliffs, Conſtables, and all other 
Dfficers and iniſters whatſoever, in all Counties Pziviledged, and other places whatſoever within this 
Realm, That they and every of them in their ſeberal Offices and Places, do from time to time pꝛobide and 
ſee to the due execution of this His Pleaſure andRopal Commandment, as they tender His Pleaſure, and. 
will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt peri And whereas His Majeſty upon His happy Reſtanra- 
tion, did publiſh His Royal Pꝛotlamation of the Thirtieth of May, 1660. againſt Uitious, Debauchedand 
P2ofane perſons; and by a ſubſequent Pꝛotlamation directed the ſame to be Aead in all Churches and Chap- 
: wy in England and Wales, which having been well received and reſented, and in ſome meaſure had, and, it 
hoped, will yet habe moze of His Bajeſties wiſhedeffect among His people; And His Bajeſty conti- 
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5 nuing a fervent defire to pzomote all means which tend to the ſuppꝛellion of Alice. and odbancement of 
Uertue, hath therefoze thought fit. by and with the Advice of His Pꝛiby Council, That the ſaid Pzoclama- 
tion ſhall be again Read as fozmerly; and doth hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, That each Miniſter 


n his reſpectide Pariſh oꝛ Chappel within this Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Ber- 


\ wick upon Tweed, ſhall once every Boneth, foꝛ the ſpate of Sir Moneths together next enſuing, Read in 
their reſpective Congregations the afozeſaid Pꝛotlamation, and incite and ſtir up their reſpettibe Audi- 
toꝛs toobſerve the Duties therein enjoyned, and avoid the Uices therein foꝛbidden. And His Bajeſy 
doth alſo hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command, That every of the reſpectibe Miniſters afozeſaid, -docare- 
fully and effectually obſerve His Will and Pleaſure herein, as they tender His Fabour, and will avoid 
His Diſpleaſure. And 9 Majeſty doth hereby renew His foꝛmer Command, and again Require all 
Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, and Juſtites of the Peace to be bery v and ſtritt in 1 puniſhing 
ſuchperſons attoꝛding to Law, as ſhall offend contrary to the ſaid P2oclamation. laſfly, Mis 
jeſties Pleaſure is. Ts Levy Charge and Command all Parſons, Uicars and Curates, 
hat this pzeſent Pzoclamation be Read and Publiſhed together with the ſaid other againſt 
Uitious, Debauched and pꝛofane perſons, at the ame time, in all Churches and Chappels.
